1. Short title and commencement :— (I) These rules may be called the Research Assistant (Work Study) [Department of Personnel 
and Administrative Refoims] Recruitment Rules, 1980. 

(2) Thev shall come into force on the dite of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Applicator.— 1 These rulos shall apply to the post specified in column 1 of the Schedule heicto annexed. 

3. Number of post, classification and scale of pay.— The number of the post of the Research Assistant (Work Study), its classilic; lion 
and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications.— The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matleis 
relating to the said post shall be as specified in columns 5to |4 of the said Schedule. 

5. Disqualifications. — No person — 

(a) Who has entered into, or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse Jiving; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person — 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that th; Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, and 

for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

7. Swings. -Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be piovidcd 
for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 953 — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes tho following rules to regulate the method of reiruit- 
ment to the post of Special Officer (Hindi) in the Department 
of Revenue, namely : — 

1. Short Title and Commencement — (1) These miles may be 
called the Department of Revenue Special Officer (Hindi) 
Recruitment Rules, 1980. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of Posts, Classification and Scales of Pay.— The 
number of the post, its classification and the scale of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of 
the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of Recruitment, age limit. Qualifications, etc, — 

The method of lecruitment to the said post, the age limit, 
qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall be 
as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said schedule. 

SCHEDULE 


4. Disqualifications. — No person — 

(a) who has entered into, or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse liiving, has entered into or 

contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied, 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Powers to Relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consul- 
tation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other 
special categoiies of persons in accordance with the orders 
issued by the Central Government from time to time in this 
regard.

2 to 4 of the said Schedule.

4, Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifica- 
tions etc.— The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifica- 
tions and other matters relating to the said post's shall be as 
specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualification. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that _ such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax,— Where the Central Government is 
of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

7, Savings, — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservati- 
ons, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required 
to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tri- 
bes and other special categories of the persons in accordance 
with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard.

The method of reciuilment, age- limit, qualifications and 
other matters i elating to the said post shall be as specified 
in columns 5 to 14 of the Schedule aforesaid. 


5. Power to relax:— Where the Centra] Government i s of 
opinion that it is necessary oi expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consul- 
tation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons, 

6. Saving: — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
i duration of age limil and other concessions required to be 
provided for Ihe Schedule Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
oilic- special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by Ihe Central Govemmenl from time to time 
in this regard

G.S.R. 965, — In exercise of the powers conferred by the pro- 
viso to Hiticlc 309 of the Constitution, and in supersession 
ol the Andaman and Nicobar Islands Administration, Govern- 
ment Degree College, Port Blair, (Principal and Junior Lectu- 
rer) Reel ailment Rules, 1969, in so far as they relate to the 
post of Principal, the President hereby makes the following 
rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of 
Principal, Government College, Port Blair, namely : — 

1. Short Title and Commencement. — ( 1 ) These rules may 
be called the Andaman and Nicobar Islands Administration, 
Government College, Port Blair (Principal) Recruitment Rules, 
1980. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay: — The 
number of the said post, its classifleation and the scale of 
pay attached thereto, shall be as specified in columns 2 to 
4 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifica- 
tions, etc.> — The method of recruitment to the said post, age 
limit, qualifications and other matters relating thereto, shall 
be as specified in column 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 


4. Disqualification: — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 

contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax : — Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and 
in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to 
any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation regarding age limit and other concessions required 
to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes 
and other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
oiders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

— Whereas draft of the Calcutta Port (Amend- 
ment) Rules, 1979, to amend the Calcutta Port Rules (publish- 
ed with the notification of the Government of India in the 
late War Transport Department No, 9-P(19)-42, dated the 
3rd December, 1943, in the Gazette of India 1943, Part I] 
as amended from time to time was published as required by 
sub-section (2) of Section 6 of the Indian Ports Act, 1908 
(15 of 1908), at pages 2201-2203 of the Gazette of India, 
Part II-Section 3(i), dated the 15th September, 1979, under 
the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Shipping and Transpoit (Transport Wing) No. G.S.R. 1164, 
dated the 30th August, 1979, inviting objections and sugges- 
tions from all persons likely to be affected thereby till the 
expiry of a period of forty-five days from the date of 
publication of the said notification in the Official Gazette ; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the 
public on the 24th September 1979 ;

shall be substituted, 

4. In the said rules, for rules 100A, 101, 102 and 103 the 
following rules shall be substituted, namely. 

"100A. Declaration by Master of ships carrying petroleum 
or by the Ship’s Agent and discharge or shipment of petro- 
leum or inflammable substances including substances like 
paints and varnishes — (1) The master of every ship carrying 
I>etroleum or any other substnne© having flash point below 
65.0°C (or 1 50° F) shall deliver to the Pilot before entering 
the Port of Calcutta a written declaration in Form ‘F’ speci- 
fied in the Schedule to these rules under his signature : 

Provided that if in anticipation of ship’s arrival the Agent 
for such ship delivers to the Director, Marine Department 
of the Port, a written declaration as aforesaid under his 
signature, no such declaration need be made by the Master 
of the Ship. 

(2) The Agents shall furnish a list of all hazardous cargo 
with full particulars to the Director, Marine Department and 
the Traffic Manager of the Port. 

(3) The Master of the Ship shall be responsible for com- 
pliance wilh all the relevant rules, regulations and instruc- 
tions issued from time -to time : 

Provided that when circumstances warrant, the Director, 
Marine Department, may relax the quantities that may be 
brought for discharge or shipment at the docks and jetties 
at the Pont of Calcutta, upto a maximum as specified below, 
subject to such conditions as may be laid down by him : — 

(a) Petroleum Class ‘A’ or other substances having a 

flash point below 23 °C (or 73 °F) upto 20 tonnes ; 

(b) in the case of manufactured products such as paints 

and varnishes having a flash point below 23 "C (or 
73 °F) upto 20 tonnes ; 

(c) Petroleum Class ‘B’ or other substances having a 

flash point below 65°C (or 150°F) upto 100 tonnes : 

(d) in the case of manufactured produces such as paints 

and varnishes having a flash point above 23 'C (or 
73°F). but below 65°C (or 150°F) upto 150 tonnes. 


101. Attendance of tug. — No petroleum vessel with Petro- 
leum Class ’B’ and no discharged vessel without a gas-free 
certificate for all tanks shall be transported between Garden 
Reach and Netaji Subhas Dock unless she has a tug in at- 
tendance.

(b) Petroleum Class ‘B’ or inflammable or Petroleum 
Class ‘C’ in bulk may be shipped or loaded at the Petroleum 
berth, Netaji Subhash Dock, into Petroleum vessels directly 
from the storage tanks at the oil installations near Netaji 
Subhas Dock. 

103. Discharge or loading of case oil vessels, — Every case 
oil vessel shall discharge or load her petroleum or inflammable 
liquids, at the Petroleum Depot Budge Budget, but no such 
vessel shall begin her discharge or loading until the Director, 
Marine Department, is satisfied that— 

(a) The Collector of Customs, has permitted her petro- 

leum or, as the case may be, inflammable liquids to 
be landed or loaded ; 

(b) proper arrangements have been made for the disposal 

of leaky casks, drums or other receptacles ; 

(c) the receptacles satisfy the requirements of the Pet- 

roleum Rules, 1976.” 

5. In the said rules, for rules 106 and 107, the following 
rules shall be substituted, namely : — 

“106. Discharging or loading under own steam. — No pet- 
roleum vessel shall without ithe permission in writing of the 
Director, Marine Department, discharge or load Petroleum 
Class ‘A’ or Petroleum Class ‘B’ in bulk with steam generated 
in her own boilers. 

107. Petroleum or inflammable liquids in small quantity. — 
A vessel carrying otherwise than in bulk a quantity of Pet- 
roleum Class ‘A’ or inflammable liquids not exceeding 5 tonnes 
(5,000 litres) or Petroleum Class ‘B’ or inflammable liquids not 
exceeding 50 tonnes (50,000 litres), may land it at the docks 
or jc-tties under the following conditions : — 

(i) that Petroleum Class ’A’ is covered by an import 

licence granted under the Petroleum Rules, 1976 ; 

(ii) that each consignee who imports Petroleum Class ‘A’ 

in quantity exceeding 300 litres produces a certificate 
of storage accommodation in Form ‘II’ of the Pet- 
roleum Rules, 1976, signed by him, or his agent : 

Provided that quantities not exceeding 5 tonnes (5,000 
litres) of Petroleum Class ‘A’ or quantities not exceeding 50 
tonnes (50,000 litres) of Petroleum Class ‘B’ may be dis- 
charged into lighters or boats with the previous approval of 
the Director, Marine Department, subject to -the compliance 
of the conditions specified in clause (0 and clause (ii) and 
that the petroleum is not unloaded from boats or lighters 
at the following ghats, namely 

(a) On the Howrah side Bachali Ghat north of Cowie’s 

Ghat spur, or 

(b) On the Calcutta side — Jagganath Ghat, Sahib Bazar 
Gbat, Ruthtolla Ghat or Baghbazar Ghat : 

Provided further Petroleum Class ’C’ otherwise than in 
bulk may be landed in any quantity at the docks or jetties 
or discharged overside into boats or lighters subject to the 
compliance of tjje conditions specified in clause (i) and clause 
(ii)”. 

6. In the said rules, for rule 109, the following rule shall 
be substituted, namely : — 

“109. Precautions in Netaji Subhas Dock, — (1) Ever) - vessel 
discharging Petroleum Class 'B' in Netaji Subhas Dock shall 
carry at each end a 10 c.m. wire pendant fitted at either end 
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with an eye and the inboard end of the wire shall he placed 
on the nearest available bitts and the outboard and shall hang 
within reach of water, 

(2) The length of each such pendant shall be 15 fathoms 
and the bight shall be lightly stopped to the rails,” 

7, In the said rules, in rule 110, for clause (c), the follow- 
ing clause shall be substituted, namely : — 

“(c) in the Docks, if the Dock Master is satisfied that 
the flash-point of the petroleum is not below (i5' , C 
or 150“F”. 

8, In the said rules, for rules 114 and 115, the following 
rules shall be substituted, namely : — 

“114. Restriction on night work. —No vessel shall load, 
discharge or transport Petroleum Class ‘A’ within the Port of 
Calcutta between sunset and sunrise : 

Provided that this rule shall not apply to bulk oil vessels 
discharging at tl\e Petroleum Depots Budge Budge, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Petroleum Rules, 1976. 

115. Transhipment of Petroleum Class ‘C’. — Any vessel 
may, with the consent in writing of the Harbour Master 
(Port), tranship to any other vessel petroleum Class ‘C’ in 
bulk.”. 

9, In the said rules, for rules 117 and 118, the following 
rules shall be substituted, namely 

“117. Res.rictions on straw boats. — No fires or smoking or 
naked lights shall be permitted on any vessel carrying straw’ 
within 155 metres of the high water line of the Budge Budge 
Petroleum Depot. 

118. Gas-fiee certificate for bulk-oil vessels entering docks 
or dry docks.— (1) No bulk oil vessel shall be taken amongst 
the other ships unless the vessel is proceeding to an oil 
berth (or in the case of a vessel carrying fuel oil only into 
docks) or a certificate is produced from the Controller of 
Explosives, East Circle, Calcutta, to the effect that he has 
examined the tanks, coffer-dams, pump rooms and such other 
parts as deemed necessary with the aid of vapour testing 
instrument and certified by him in writing that such tanks, 
coffer-dams, pump rooms and other parts of the vessel arc 
free from petroleum and vapour of petroleum and the vessel 
is in a fit slate to enter the dock. 

(2) The Masters of all hulk oil vessels proceeding to dry 
dock shall produce the certificate referred to in sub-rule (1). 

(3) No repair work to any part or fitting of a petroleum 
tanker shall be carried out in ithe dry dock, or in the wet 
dock unless such part or fitting has been examined by the 
Controller of Explosives, East Circle, Calcutta, and certified 
by him in writing to be free from petroleum vapour or petro- 
leum. 

(4) The Controller of Explosives, East Circle, Calcutta, 
while granting a certificate referred to in this rule shall spe- 
cify theieor. the period for which and the conditions under 
which such certificate shall remain valid.” 

10. In the said rules, for rule 120, the following rule shall 
be substituted, namely:- — 

“120. Gas-free certificate necessary in certain cases Every 

vessel in the Port which uses oil as fuel shall, before carrying 
out anw repairs in the bunkers obtain a gas-free certificate”. 

11. In the Schedule to the said rules, for Form 'F', the 
following Foim shall be substituted, namely —

G.S.R. 970, — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 870, read with sections 457 and 458 of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules, namely : — 

1. Short title, commencement and application:— (1) These 
rules may be called the Merchant Shipping (Form of Parti- 
culars of Certificates and Employment) Rules, 1980. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

(3) They shall apply to every citizen of India obtaining a 
certificate of competency as defined in clause (b) of section 
87A of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958). 

Provided that these rules shall not apply to any person 
other than a citizen of India who has passed either the full 
examination in India or has passed a part of the examina- 
tion in his home country and obtains a certiflcare of com- 
petency under the Act by reason of his passing the remain- 
der paa of the examination in India, 

2. Definitions:— In these rules, unless the context other- 
wise requires, — 

(a) "Act” means the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 

of 1958) ; 

(b) “Form” means a Form set out in the First Schedule 

of the Second Schedule ; 

(c) "Schedule” means a Schedule appended to these 

rules. 

3. Particulars of certificate and employment; — (I) Every 
citizen of India who obtains a certificate shall furnish parti- 
culars with respect to his certificate and employment in the 
Form set out in the First Schedule, 

(2) Such particulars shall be furnished by every citizen of 
India to whom these rules apply when he receives the “Autho- 
rity to Deliver a Certificate of Competency from the exa- 
miner. 
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(3) No examiner shall deliver the “Authority to Deliver a 
Certificate of Competency” to any candidate who has passed 
any examination for a certificate of competency unless ‘hat 
candidate has complied with the requirement of sub-rale (2). 

(4) Particulars in the appropriate Form so received from 
candidates passing the examination shall be transmitted by 
the examiner to the Director General, 

4 Periodical returns furnishing supplementary particulars: — 
( 1 ) Every citizen of India who has furnished particulars as 
required by sub-rule (2) of rule 3 shall furnish periodical 
returns to the Director General in the Form set out in the 
Second Schedule at an interval of twelve months from the 
date of furnishing previous returns either in the Form set 
out in the First Schedule or that set out in the Second Sche- 
dule : 

Provided that such particulars may be furnished on the 
30th day of June or 31st day of December of any calender 
year falling immediately after the date on which particulars 
become due. 

(2) No citizen of India shall remain under an obligation 
to furnish particulars required by sub-rule (1) if — 

(a) he has been furnishing such particulars for a period 
of seven years after obtaining the last certificate of 
competency ; 

fb) he has ceased to be a citizen of Tndia and has sent, 
a written communication to that effect to the 
Director-General with documentary proof therefor 
together with the certificate granted to him under 
the Act ; 

(c) he has died before the period prescribed in clause 
(a) is completed ; or 

fd) he has left the sea career permanently. 

Explanation: — For the purposes of clause (c), the next of 
kin shall be under an obligation to send a written commu- 
nication to the Director-General about the death of the de- 
ceased officer together with his certificate of competency ; and, 
for the purposes of clause (d), a citizen of Tndia employed in 
any shore establishment where his job requirements prescribe 
professional qualification as an essential attribute shall not 
be deemed to have left professional career permanently. 

5. Penalties: — Any citizen of Tndia to whom these rules 
apply who contravenes any provision of these rules shall be 
punishable with fine which may extend to two hundred rupees 
and if the contravention is a continuing one, with further 
fine which may extend to fifty rupees for every day after the 
first during which the contravention continues.

2. In the Central Information Service Rules, 1959; 

(a) In rule 6, for sub-clause (II) of clause (E), the 
following sub-clause shall be substituted, namely : — 

(U) "Recruitment. — All the vacancies In this grade shall 
be filled by selection on the basis of the recommen- 
dations of a Departmental Promotion Committee 
from amongst Officers holding duty posts In Grade 
I”. 

(b) for rule 10, die following Rule shall be substituted, 
namely — : 

“10. Reservations. — Nothing In these rules shall affect 
reservations, relaxation of age-limit and other con- 
cessions, required to be provided for Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard”. 

(c) for rule 13, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

"13. Power to relax. — Where the Government Is of the 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, It may, 
by order, for reasons to bo recorded In writing and ui 
consultation with the Commission, relax any of the pro- 
visions of these rules with respect to any clan or category 
of persons or posts”.
